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Rebellion s I made a particular. confi- 
deration of this Eloquent Opiniator;

For I obferve, this Roman was -very 
high and. ambitious, .recenting: many 
good.and meritorious thoughts of him- 
felf; His intereft was dear.to, bim,\) for 
he would undertake any caufe to bedo- 
ings, He,was a Poet,,.anOratour} aLyar, 
Mercenary, a Soldier, .a,Polititian,.a Phi- 
lofopner, Spightful. and, .Melitionss:,and 
indeed.any thing ; till.at. laft hei knew 
not what to. be, ‘and {0 fell miferably to 
nothing. .This:being {ome of, that/ac- 
count given by, Plutarch of him, I mutt 
leave the. intelligible. and. knowing .to 
judge, wherein he paralels fome of his 
Difciples,amongtt us.;. but to, pleafure 


my Reader,, I will recite {ome-eniipent 


marks ,of , this. fam'd Qratour,, menti- 
ond, by his Hiftorian,. and for brevity. 
fake but.a few. 

That this popular Man, of .Reme was 
Ambitious, and, harbour’d many. high 


~ fancies, of himfelf, thinking much better 
then he did really,. or the,,People. of 


that City.in, feveral.actions' believe ‘he 
defery'd, .evidently. appears dijathis re- 
cital: Forbeing concern’d tor lead a 


Rome 


caufe for fome young Gentlemen of || 


Medicatrix, or the Woman Phy eran. 9 


Rowe that. were accufed for faults com- 
mitted in the Wars againft their Honour 
and Martial Difcipline ( and {ent back 
to sicily.) he defended them fo,. that 
they were pardoned ; Thereupon, ((aith 
the Hiultory,) thinking well of himfelf, 
when his. tine mas expired, he went te 
Rome.5 and by the way,, this jest hapned 
unto, him. Ashe paffed through the 
Country of Campania ( otherwife. called 
the Land of Labour), he met. by chance 
one. of the chiefes? ‘Romaines of all hig 
Friends: So falling in talk, with hin, 
he asked him, what they faid of hin at 


Rome, and what they thought of his do- 


2098.3 imagining that-all Rome had beer 
full of. the Glory. of his name and deeds. 
His Friend asked him again, and whére 
haft thou-been Cicero all this while, that 
we have not feen thee at Rome? This 
kill'd his heart ftreight, when he» faw 
that. the-report of his name and doings, en- 
tring into: the City of Rome as into an 
infinite Sea,was fo fuddenly vanifhed away 
again, without any other fame or {peech. 
But, after that, when he looked into 
himfelf, and faw that in reafon he took 
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an infinite labour in hand to attain Glory, 
wherein he faw no certain end whereby to 
attain unto it: it cut off a great part of 
the aubition he had in his head. And 
yet the great pleafure he took to hear his 
own praife, and to be overmuch given to 
defire of honour and eftimation > Thofe 
two things continued with him ever to 
his dying day, and did ever and anon 

make hint foerve frou Fuftice. 
So. that the Reader may {ce how {mall 
Af occafion, and mean“matter, tempted 
Cicero to {well in conceit, and to believe 
fach publick praifés were due, and at- 
tributed to him, which in reality were 
not ; And] am apt to fancy, our T7#ck- 
ling Champion at Warwick willbe fome- 
what hereby refembled, when I confi- 
der the feveral Bravado’s his Papers 
record; As when he*rejoyces to’ think 
what a brave commendable attempt he 
hath put himfelf in abufing the Royal 
S@ciety, Ingenuity, and allingenious and 
good Men; pretending what univerfal 
encouragement and Bay’she is like‘to 
receive, not only from his Patrons.and 
Stipendaries, but many Gentlemen. of 
Quality 
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Quality, when from the reception of a 
fingle Letter, he prefently tells the 
World; That he is pleafed ( forfooth ) 
tounderftand, that fo many ferious and 
real Patriots of this Kingdon do approve, 
not only of his undertaking the Royal so- 
‘ciety, but of his performances therein : 
And what doth all this: great boaft: in 
Plurality, that clap hin on the Back, 
and {pit in his Mouth, amount too, 
furely but a ——~ paucity, for T cannot 


find them tobe above two or three, ‘as | 


Sir—— This; and Mr.—~ That; whofe 
names he mentions not, yet it may be 
‘in his writings, he may tell you of one 
-or two more; But Ifhall not trouble 
my felf to feck a Needle in a Bottle of 
Hay, without it were of more cortifée 
quence, ‘to perufe along chain of con- 
fus’d Languages, and falfities which 
acknowledgeis beyond my Gexiys to 
comprehend, neither do I. defire it: 
It is enough for me to underftand, 
what T have undertook, and if in any 
reafonable degree I acquit that, [have 
fufficient ground ‘to be fatisfied; That 
Mr. Stubbe is as truein‘one thing as ano- 
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ther; as uncertain and double as the 
Oracle of Apolo: And that he: that 
glories of being Phyfician at Jamaica, 
fignified as little there as he doth here, 
fothat hope the next voyage hemakes 
will be to more purpofe: 

And ‘in another extafie our Medicus 
is very merry, and {ays ina Letter to his 
Friend concerning the Virtuofo's, Thus, 
~—I know aGentlenzan,who in the Wars of 
Ireland, at one blow cut off aMans head, 
(I hope it was not Mr.Stubbe) and the 
headlefs Trunck, clapp'd Spurs to the 
Horfe fides, and rid about Tex Yards 
after; Truly I very much doubt the 
Champion of Warwick, whatever. he 
thinks, hath given no fuch fatal blow : 
But he proceeds, and falutes his Friend 
in this manner, —— Let thefe Loofers talk 
alittle, andthen retire and work — and 
endeavour to regain. their Credit, which I 
think is errecoverably loft, if others by my 
example will purfue their failings. ° Ls 
well {aid Mr. St#bbe, what fentiments. J 
have made by the way, in the. behalf 
of the Royal Society, are :but the 
thoughts ofa Woman, fo that [leave the 
Learned 
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Leamed to defend themfelves: And 
fhall only repeat what is to my pur- 
pofe, and that 1s, I think Mr. stubbe 
wants no’ Opinion of himfelf, which 
will more e{pecially appear when I have 
remaiked one rapture more of his, and 
indeed that 1s {0 profound, that I fhall 
f{pare:him in reciting any more of that 
kind now :'It is tobe found im his rare 
Jewel \ reviv'd, called» Caxpanella’s 
where, in his Epiftle to the Reader, 
amougft other abufes of better Men 
then himfelf} {Colding againft the Vir- 
tuofo’s 5 And it being objected, that his 
Writings again{t' one: of «them, con- 
tained little of matter; “To this Mr. 
Stubbe humbly antwers; That they con- 
tain enough to have made imenty Virtuo- 
fo's famous, and would have acquired 
then ameniorial of ingenious and noble 
experiment ators : they contain enough te 
fhew the ignorance of that perfon — They 
contain enough, {ince they contain more 
then they all knew '— O prodigious ! 
Now whether Mr. stubbe be not as con- 
ceited in this patticular as ever Cicero 
was, I muft leave to thofe’ that are pro- 
per to judge Be- 
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Befides, if [thought I might not too 
much intrude on Mr. Stabbe; I would 
be his beft Friend, and tel] him without 


_any flattery; i€ he demanded the fame 


queftion of me, that his Mafter cicero 
ask’d of his chief Rowan Friend, I 
would thus anfwer, Where hath Mr. 
Stubbe lived all this while ? at Jamaica; 
or where are his famous works extant, 
and victorious Books expofed to Sale ? 
for Iam inform’d, the Author himfelf, 
with moft Book-fellers in this City, 1s 
not known; .and the Books themfelves 
{carce with any tobe had; fo that Iam 
fatisfied, the Generality of this King- 
dom never heard his name, much lefs 
faw him 5 In fum, I perceive, the PAy(- 
cian atWarlhich 1s not thatman of Fame - 
he takes himfelf to be: but if. not- 
with{tanding this, he is refolv’d to con- 
clude his own Acts Superlatiye, I mutt 
like a kind Friend tell him again; they 
mutt then be heretofore acquired by his 
Neutrality at belt, not by his Loyalty, — 
or late Conqueft of the Chymifts, or 
Royal Society. 


And 
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And whether I have not now, fome 
propable. reafon to.imagine , that ag. 
Stubbe is likewife deceived, in his defired 
Popularity, as much as ever, his Ro- 
mane Matter was; I thall affign to the 
fame Judgment I have already chofen: 
But I have been much longer on this Pa- 
ralel then I intended, and therefore 
leaft Iweary my Readers, as the Afedicus 
hath done his; I muftomit many of thofe 


places I defigned to. accomodate. the, 


Reader withall, and:refer him to the. Ges 
neral account of Cicero's. life, defcribed 
by Plutarch, and only mention thefe fol- 
lowing. 

That this Roman Wit was not ex- 
empted,, from Mercenary. actions, ( as 


| well as pride, ) taking any caufe in hand 
_ todefend for advantages Appears in-the

-*O revive and mention the actions 

of a Charitable and. good Sub- 

ject, is very complacent with any fober 
Geniys 5 but by fuch memorial to re- 
view the many Troubles, Dangers, Im- 
prifonments, and continual Adyerfity 
of fo near.a Friend ; tome, is exceeding 
4 tedious 
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tedious and unwelcom;, and a task fo 
unfuitable to my inclination, that no- 
thing made me more ready to decline 
this Tract, then the neceility I {aw to 
recal! {ome patt paflions of the deceafed, 
in order toa vindication againft {uch an 
Invective ; This feemed grievous to 
me, fofar, as {ometime to diflwade me, 
But my thoughts of Duty in general, 
being more prevalent then my effemi- 
nate thoughts of nature 1n particular, 
Trefolved at laft to enter upon the pro- 
fecution; and to avoid a prolix account 
of many tedious circum{tances, and con- 
fiderable actions, fome extraordinary, 
and not proper for, a publick relation, 
This Gentlemans Life being a Series of 

"Trouble and Sufferings, I fhall now only 
give the Reader this fhort exprefs of 
him. 

He defcended froma Generous Famu- 
ly, and Heir to no lefs.Fortune in the 
Kingdom of Ireland, but his Fathers 
Death leaving nm m Minority, and 
fubje& to, the injury, and misfortune, 
the Second Marriage of his Mother con- 
tracted, and after the Diftra@ion, and 
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Troubles in that Nation compleated, 
he was by this means deprived of the 
greateft part of his Right and Inheri- 
tance, a damage not inconfiderable. 

He became after a’ Servant to his late 
Sacred Afajeffy, and now Glorious St. 
King Charles the I. his Royal Mafter 


being not long after Murdered, he was - 


then obnoxious to the lot of the banifh- 
ed, opprefled and perfecuted, at that 
time the figna]l of Loyalty and Obedi- 
ence. 

Upon this Rebellion and Confifion, 
he going over beyond Sea, was after- 
wardsimploy'd in th¢ management of 
{ome affairs of his Royal se His Ma- 
jefty that now is: Thofé being at an 
end there, he came back privatelyinto 
Exgland, where he was not a little Ser- 
viceable to the Great ones of his Royal 
Matters party, ‘ave. by which uaitoh 
he was never an hour fafe, or free from 
imprifonment, lofles, and dangers of 
Lite; and'to avoid thefe, ‘he needed'no 
command to remove him from one place 
to-another; for that he was fore’t ‘to 


do, no place, though never fo feeret;’ 
oi, was 
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was of longer fecnrity then a few 
weeks, it may be a few days, more 
often, much lefs. 

He was imprifon'd fometimes fix 
Months, fometimes Two and Twenty, 
other times bound to a certain limit,and 
daily and hourly attendance of the 
moft notorious Committees, and that 
for a yesr and more together. 

To add to thefe kinds of perfecuti- 
ons, andto obtain their Bloody ends, 
my Mother was likewife imprifond, 
and kept a clofe Prifoner for: many 
Months. . 

This being teo little, my Father was 
afterwatds again fecur'd, and examined 
by Oliver himfelf, and his’ and at 
that time condemned upon this condi- 
rion, That he fhould either make fuch 
difcoveries as they propofed, or dye; 
to which have heard his an{wer wag, 
Difcoveries he fhould make none, Death 
he feared not,-for he had not liv'd fo ill 
that he was afraid to dye: That courte 
not prevailing, both then and feveral 
other times he wanted no offers of gain 
and premotion to oblige him, but that 

we figni- 
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fignifying as little asthe reft} In ‘con- . 


clufion at that time, they banifhed him 
out-of England; but fometimes return- 
ing fecretly and difguifed, he was again 
taken and impiifon’d at Nottingham 5 
but it pleafed God before that came to 
any thIng, the Old Ufurper departed 
his cruel Life. i 
Yet the Trade went on, and after his 
releafe there, upon the accidents of 
that Ufurpers Death he came to Loxdon, 
Then the Alternate Sxcceffors of the de- 
ceafed Perfecutor, upon the following 
mutations and tranfactions of the Na- 
tion,endeavouring tofupport as much an 
impoffibility,as the Phyfician at Warwick 
inanother cafe now promotes ;. He was 
again imprifon'd by —~& Brad/haw, and 
this Imprifonment, I remember,was long 
and chargeable; and continued ‘till the 
Weather grew fair, and the caufé no 
longer difputeable; then he was dif+ 
charged,and after returned over Sea ~= 
And thefe paflages.fo far (being. too 
much for me) I have thought reafon- 
able to mention; as'for others in this 
nature, I do not think proper, nor thall 
I declare or expofe. SO 


To 
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So that from the death of his firft 
Royal Matter, to the Reftoration of his 
Second, was a continued fortune of 
Loyalty and Obedience, but a:paflion 
of no {mall danger, and no lefs impove- 
rifhing trouble 5, And: notwithftanding 
all this,.and more, : [am contented, and 
do both think and fay what his own 
Judgement was in his. Life time, That 
thefe things were no more then his Du- 
ty, andthe Duty of every honeft and 
Faithful Subject. 

But fince the Campanel/ urges me, to 
thingsof this degree, and Lam fatisfied 
out of his oid principles, he fets himfelf 
to abufe thofe Men ‘twere more pru- 
dence for him to forbear, I muft, not 
omit to'tell him, ‘That he may hereby, 
and by what follows be :affuredys That 
O Dowde wasno Servant nor Diltiple of 
Sir H. V. no- Servant; to —-— faid not, 
wrote not, did not any other then what 
he juftified with his Life: in few words, 
he was no companion for Stubbe, and 
_ fach»—his principles were more Honeft, 
/. more, Loyal, more Honourable, and 
more Ingenious: And although I can- 
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20 Medicdtrix,or the Wontan Phyfician: 
not boaft, as Mr. Stwbbe doth; that he 
was fent His Majefties Phyfician to Fa- 
maicas, nor it may be of his great ftr- 
pend ‘reward, or brave’ allowanice, as 
‘tis faid he hath from fome of his Phyfi- 
cal Friends, to. fupport his arrogance, 
anid by all that [ can imagine, rather to 
inflame the World then any thing elfe; 
and to abufé and trample on all good-- 
nef and ingenuity,’ and the promoters 
thereof, who totheir ‘laft breath; ven- 
tur’d their Lives and Fortunes for their 
Prince and Country 5ACions fo excel- 
lent, that I perfectly defpair of ever 

feeing the Campanell perform. |

Concern fhould lye unat- 
tempted, and imperfect, by the vacancy 
and death of a few good and charitable 
men, who defired the prefervation and 
Glory of a Nation more than their own 
Intereft, ot private profit: Andif this 
be not conftituted -in this Age, no-man 
doubts but that it muft be of neceffity in 
after Ages; for ‘tis certain now, Senna,

Mercury, Nor Tubbing ; nay, Siub$s. his 
generous Medicaments, nor Lancet it 
{clf, will not recover the difeafes of thee 
times 5 what then muft be propofédto 
polterity, I believe little lefS than the 
| Golden 
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Golden eflence of Chymiitry- 

And’ now having made a recital of 
thefe fubfcriptions, I think it 1s requifite 
to tell the Adedicus at Warwick, that in 
one of his extavigancies, in an Epiftle to 
the Reader, I find he impofeth on the 
World, much of confidence , little of 
Truth ; when amidft his abufes of the 
Royal Society, he 1s pleafed thus, civilly 
to expres himfelf, at firft they (opening

My Fatheg pafling over to Chelfe, 
to vifit.a GentleWoman fick there, and 
taking mie ‘with him; as we went neer 
the neat houfés, he made his fervant 
fetch hima Muskmillion, which he had 
a mote than ordinary defire for, and the 
Mefienger returning with one that was 
large , and not altogether {& good as I 
have feen; I offer’d to diflwade him 
fronz it, but not prevailing he eat very 
much of it, which I was dif-{atised to 
fee, and he was himfelf afterwards: fatis 
fied, was the Original caufe of his Mortal 
feizure 5 And I doubt not but tho 
Chymical Phyftians that abided the Peft, 
by their publique and free praGice a- 
mongit all Patients, eafily faw that any 
light furfeit, was the in-let and reteiner, 
of that nimble devouring mortal Gueft 
the Plague; and fuch a Plague, that I 
think could not be fiercer or more des 
ftructive. 

He was very well pleafed after he had 
eaten largely of the Muskmillion, andin 
the Afternoon he returned home, and 
continued well that day, and moft

} part of the night; but next morning he - 

| feem’d fomwhat difcompofed, with fome 
| Tittle indifpofition in his ftomach; That 
| morning he was engaged ‘to attend a 
_ perfon, as J remember, neer Charing- 


€rofs, ( tor I was not that day with him 
as Luftially was) to whom {ome appli- 
eation (f imagine ) was made about a 
Botch, or Carbuncle; the Poyfonous 
matrer thereof, fo unexpectedly flew 
about the Room,the Patient being very 
Corpulent, that I heard fay, occafion’d 
the moft horrid ftench he ever {melts 
fo'that being fafting, as he came back 
tothe houfe, he found it very much di-

Yet for all this, although minded and 
defired to take Medicines, to rectify 
and prevent; his bufinefs, {0 preft him, 
that he was forc’t to put off and defer 
the taking any thing feveral dayes, as 
I think from Wednefday to Munday; 
And delayes in thofe cafes, and at that 
time, thofe that underftand it, well know 
was not very fate: But indeed the great 
burden and care of the fick, that NE, 
taen 
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then uponhim, would not permit him 
any leifure, till at laft, he was fo far 
{pent and {eized, that he was intangled 
and taken captive, by the ill effects and 
mifery, of that malignant and Mon- 
ftrons. difeafe ; which were Morofity, 
frowardnefS, inaptitude to be per- 
{waded, remifnefs, averfiels to all kind 
of remedies; fo that he could not be e- 
ver prevail’d with, to take one Medi- 
cine of his own, or any bodies elfe, 
only the Munday before his death 
Che dying the Wednefday following 
in that notable week the : Plague 
arofe to the higheft, and was innume- 
rably Fatal) by the greateft inireaties 
poffible, he yielded to have Dr. Bolueft 
fent for, who. when-he came admiring 
to fee him {0 negligently; and wilfully 
refolved, urg'd his advife.and Medi= 
cines 5. but no perfwafions taking place, 
although I mutt confefs, then, I be- 
Jieve he was paft the help. of all Me- 
dicines whatfoever ; he continued - till 
Tuefday night, but ftirring about his 
Chamber : and that night wee forc’t 


him to take a fweating medicine, ‘left 


by 
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by that. Dr.,which courfe he patiently 
endured; next morning being Wednef- 
day, he had an»extraordinary appetite, 
and was:very. hungry, fo that thofe 
things being given he defired; he eat 
and'drank largely, and afterwards lookt 
cheerfully 5 but in a few hours, he faw 
his infallible Meflengers, and in two 
hours more, he pleafantly, fenfibly, and 
moft willingly refigned himfelf into the 
hands of him who.can belt judge of his 
Merit, and-is moft able and Juft to_re- 
ward him. | 
This terrible ficknefs now prevailing 
to the Amazement of all, and fo outra- 
gious, that woful and lamentable were 
the fhreeks,- the cryes, and groans of 
“poor creatures, and fome of their 
needs {0 great , that our houfé being 
faut up, .we had much adoe to prevent

Be begins firft with the Plague, and fays, 
If Prefnmption and Arrogance could have en= 
tombed the Pelt, the moft infolent, but wort of.

But this charge 
I imagine arifes to fo inconfiderable aanatter, 
that it argues more malice then fenfes for
